During the war, 
however, Europe took everything Canada could produce and at high prices: 
But the war also enormously increased anything the farmer had .to buy and 
boosted freight rates to unheard of levels, thus raisinig all costs of pro- 


duction and marketing. 

While prices of grain and eattle have declined’ to pre-war levels, 
labor and articles entering into the work of agricultural production, and costs 
marketing, not declined in anything like the same ratio, and with 
products practically excluded from the United States, the Western farm- 
errand livestock producer finds himself dependent upon the war-impoverished, 
tux burdened,” curreney-depreciated countries of Europe, It is litthe wonder 
that.the industry of farming is in the doldruins.
